WASHINGTON, Deo. 4, 1876. 


There was a smaller crowd in th 


senate galleries than in the house 
Many democratic senators were in thai 
seats before the body was called to or 
der, but the republican ssnators bein 
in caucus, did not occupy their seats ti 
a few minutes before 12. 


When the senate was called to orde 


the new members were sworn in, an 
the two from Colorado drew for thei 
respective terms—Chaffee secured th 
long term, ending 1879. 


Committees were appointed to notif 


thejpresident and the bouse that.th 
senate was ready for business, and 
recess was taken till 1 o'clock. 


When the senate reassembled, Mr 


Edmunds submitted a resolution in 
structing the elections committee, wbe 
appointed, whether the recent election 
in South Carolina, Louisiana and Flor 
ida, any citizens' right to vote had bee: 
abridged or denied; also SB to the inel 
igibility of electors. Ordered printed 
and to lie on the table. 


Mr. Ingalls offered a joint resolution 


recommending that a convention be hel 
in Columbus, Ohio, May next, to re vis 
tbe 
federal constitution. 
Ordere 


printed. 


The senate adjourned till to-morrow 


noon. 


HOUSE. 


The opening of the session of th 


house was witnessed by a large con 
course of spectators. There were ver 
few members absent. 
The speaker' 


chair was draped in mourning in respec 
to the memory of the late Speaker Kerr 
There being, therefore, no presidio; 
officer, the house was called to order b, 
the clerk, Adams, who thereupon callei 
the roll of members. 
Two hundrec 


and forty-nine members were presen 
out of two hundred and eighty-eight. 


On conclusion of the roll calf, Mr 


Holman offered & resolution for th 
election of a speaker, but Banks inter 
fered to send up credentials of th 
member from Colorado, that he migh 
participate in the election of speaker 
There was a dispute, tbe Democrat 
claiming the organization of the hous 
took precedence, the Republicans claim 
ing all elected members bad a right ti 
vote on speaker. 


Mr. Frye claimed the same for thi 


representative elected in the place o 
Elaine. 
Finally the clerk decided Hoi 


man's resolution bad precedence. 


Mr. Banks appealed, and on motion 


of Cox, the house tabled the resolution 
one hundred and sixty-five to eighty 
four. 
Hoi man'a resolution citea the 


death of Kerr and consequent vaoanoy 
and calls for a viva voce vote for speak- 
er. 


Mr. Randall was nominated by Cox, 


and Garfield by McCrary. Clymer, 
Banning, Banks, and Wilson (Iowa), 
were appointed tellers. The vote re- 
sulted as follows:

votes cast, 24G, necessary to a Jchoice 
124. Samuel J. Kandall received 1 Gl 
James A. Garfield 82; scattering 3. 
The announcement of the result was 
;rcetjd with applause from the galler- 
es. Messrs. Cox and MeCrary con- 
ducted Speaker Eandall to his chair, 
when he read his speech from the man- 
uscript. 


After eulogizing the late speaker, 


veir, he said : We eland in the pres- 
ence of events which strain and teat in 
he last degree our forms of govern- 
ment. 
Our liberties, consecrated by so 


many sacrifices in the paat and pres 
erved amid rejoicings of an exultant 
leople to oar centennial anniversary aa 
me among nations of the earth, must 
ie maintained at every hazard. [Api 
clause.] The people look confidently 
o your moderation, to your patient, 
aim, firm judgment and wisdom, in 
his time fraught with so many perils. 
jet us not, I beseech of you, disap- 
oint their just expectations and their 
een sense of right, but by vigilance 
revent even the slightest departure 
rom the constitution and law, forget- 
ing in the moment of difficulty that 
we are adherents of a parly, and only 
emembering that we are American 
itizens, with a country to save, whiah 
will be lost if unauthorised and nncon- 
titutionai acts on the part of tb* ex. 
ecntire officers be not frowned dewn, 
t once, with relentless and unsparing 
ondemnation. 


Th« closing words were delivered with 
reat force and emphasis, and were 
indly applauded on the floor and in tbe 
alleries. The eath «f office was then 
dministered to the speaker b; Holman 
who, in the absence of Kellogg, is tbe 


oldest member in consecutive service. 
The speaker then administered tbe oath 
of office to Stephens (6eorgia),who had 
not presented himself last session, and 
who remained in his seat while he took 
the oath. 


The following new members elected 


to fill vacancies were sworn in: Warner, 
(Connecticut), Frye (Maine), 
Hum- 


phrey and Carr (Indiana), Stanton 
(Pennsylvania). 
Objection was made 


to swearing in of Buttz (South 
Caro- 


lina) and Belford (Colorado). 


la relation to the latter, Springer 


(Illinois) offered a resolution instruct- 
ing the Judiciary Committee to inquire 
and report at as early a day as pos- 
sible, whether Colorado is a state in the 
Union, and directing until such report 
is received, no person claiming to be t 
representative from Colorado, shall be 
sworn in as a member. 


Mr. Banks argued in favor of tbe 


immediate swearing in of the member 
from Colorado, and sent to the clerk's 
desk and had read the proclamation of 
the president, in compliance with the 
law declaring Colorado a state in the 
Union. 


Mr. Hoar characterized Springer's 


proposition aa utterly idle and futile, 
and pointed to fauts of history, that the 
territorial government of Colorado has 
ended, and that the state government 
has taken its place, and that the sena- 
tor from that state had already taken 
their seats. 


Mr. Hurlbut argued similarly, and 


held that there would be as much right 
to challenge the state of Illinois as that 
of Colorado. 


Mr. Wood argued that as the house 


had anquestioned right to inquire into 
the election of its members. When 
congress adjourned. Colorado was a ter- 
ritory, and it was the right and duty of 
the house to enquire whether it had 
been converted into a state in pursu- 
ance of the constitution and laws. 


Mr. Springer defended his resolution, 


declaring that delay in admitting the 
member would not do injustice to Colo- 
rado. Springer's motion referring the 
credentials ot the Colorado member to 
the judiciary committe wag adopted— 
142 to 58 republicans voting against, 
as also Blount, Cox, {Durham, Harz- 
man, flolman, Kehr, LeMoyne, Mor- 
gan, West, O'Brien, Rea, Savage, Ste- 
venson, Watterson and Wells, demo- 
crats. 


Mr. McCreary presented tbe creden- 


tials of Buttz (South; Carolina;) 
Ob. 


jection was made and the house was 
about to adjourn by agreement, when 
Hewitt offered a resolution 
providing 


for the appointment of three spicia 
committees, one of fifteen members to 
go to Louisiana, one of six to go to 
Florida, and one of nine for South Car 
olina, to investigate the action ofth 
returning boards, also to report all thi 
facts essential to an honest return «:

morning hour bad not yet expired.
